tSfittyfafRxd that on Friday evening, 2 August 2013, at around 5:00 pm or 6:00 pm, shedropj^dlhe 



decedent off for the weekend at a caretaker's residence in Southeast, Washington, D.C. W-l said that she 
pkked (he decedent up on Sunday Evening, 4 August 2013, and returned home at around 9:00 pm. W-l 
said that the decedent took a bath and went to bed at around 10:00 pm. W-l said she observed the 
decedent's body while he bathed and it was her belief that if the bruises she observed on the decedent's 
body on the day of bis death were present - at the time the decedent bathed - she would have noticed 
them. W-l said that the decedent was a little congested; however she did not believe that it was anything 
that required immediate medical attention. 

7. W-l said that on the morning ofMonday, 5 August 2013, she left for work at around 10:45 am. She 
said she left the decedent in the care of her boyfriend Peter Hendy and that prior to leaving for work the 
decedent was fine and even asked her to allow him to go outside and ride his "scooter," 

8. W-l said that while she was at work she received several telephone calls from Peter Hendy. During the 
course of the first telephone call, Peter Hendy informed her that he had to discipline the decedent and that 
he "handled" the situation. W-l said that during this telephone call, Peter Hendy told her that he "hit" the 
decedent. 

9. W-l said that during the subsequent telephone calls* W-l told her that the decedent was ill and that he 
had called 911. W-l said that she went home and when she arrived home, she heard Peter Hendy tell a 
uniformed police officer that he had given the decedent, "a body shot - but not hard." 

10. Peter Hendy was interviewed and stated that on Monday, 5 August 2013, the decedent's mother left 
for work at around 10:45 am. Hendy said that he went outside with the decedent and went across the 
street while the decedent rode his scooter on the opposite side of the street. 

11. Hendy said that at around 11:30 am, he admonished the decedent about riding his scooter to an area 
of the block where he could not see him. Hendy said the decedent responded, "I don't have to listen to 
you, you're not my daddy." He said that after hearing the decedent's comment, he punched the decedent 
twice in his abdomen. He said that he punched the decedent once in the left side of his abdomen and once 
in the right side of his abdomen. He said that as he struck the decedent he was upset and thought that the 
decedent was being a "smart mouth kid." He said that as he struck the decedent he told him, "You're 
going to listen to me." , 

12. Hendy said that after he struck the decedent, the decedent rode off on his scooter and returned 30 
minutes to 45 minutes later. He said that when the decedent returned his face was sweating profusely and 
his legs began to "shake." 

13. Hendy said that he thought the decedent was dehydrated so he took him into their residence, gave him 
some water, and placed him in bed, Hendy admitted that he than went outside to sell marijuana. He said 
that he returned to the residence an hour later and noticed that the decedent had a "blank look" on his 
face and "looked spent" He said that he observed "pronounced bruising" on the decedent midsection. 
Hendy said that he than went outside to resume selling marijuana. 

14. Hendy said that he entered the house to check on the decedent a second time an d this is when he 

realized that the deeedentwas uttresponsive arwhich time he caTIed '"9TT7 IndlioMeTthTdecedent'V 
mother. 

15. On Tuesday, 6 August 2013, an autopsy was conducted on the decedent's remains, Deputy Medical 
Examiner Nikki Mourtzinos ruled the decedent's Cause of Death to be Multiple Blunt Impact Injuries to 
the torso and Manner of Death to be Homicide.
